SACRAMENTO, Jan. 26.—[Special 
Dispatch.] The rottenness of the at- 
taché scandal is coming to light, and 
as the Times correspondent predicted, 
it has begun with the report of the 
Temporary Mileage Committee. Mr. 
Emmons of Bakersfield, Fusion mem- 
ber of the special investigating com- 
mittee put some pointed questions at 
the meeting «this afternoon which 
showed how the Mileage Committee 
was a “0l.im.the hands of t 
} chief clerk or élse Mr. Brieling i 


value of his testimony. 

Brieling, “under fire, admitted that 
the names of about a dozen temporary 
attachés had been added to the roll 
after the House had been permanently 
organized, but he couldn’t remember, 
or did not know, whether Chief Clerk 
Duckworth had appointed them before 
permanent organization had been ef- 
fected. 

Emmons says.he is on the track of 
two attachés who have been ap- 
proached by members of the Mileage 
Committee with a proposal that they 
testify favorably to the committee, and 
he declares he will show up a worse 
state of affairs than developed today. 

The original roll of members and at- 
tachés and mileage allowed, as sent in 
by the Mileage Committee, was pro- 
duced in evidence and the names of 
attachés checked off by the investigat- 
ing committee from the list of at- 
tachés appointed by Duckworth printed 
in the Assembly Journal of January 4. 

Several changes and interlineations 
were found, one showing that M. J. 
Flynn, who had been set down as a 
porter, at $28, had been later written 
as assistant journal clerk at $56. 

The name of J. E. Gross appeared in 
the printed list, but on the roll the 
name was J. E. Wiliams, The name of 
George Ashley had been down twice, 
but was stricken out in one place, 

Brieling declared he had never seen 


|the original list of Duckworth’s ap- 


in the Journal, and taken as the ba- 
sis of the committee’s report, was 
drawn. He knew nothing about who 
the people were whose names were 


‘on the committee’s roll, and didn’t 


know how many there were or how 
they were appointed. His mind was 
only on mileage allowances, and he 
was “informed” he had nothing to do 
with appointments. 

When asked who “informed” him, he. 
backed down and declared he had not 
been “informed.” 

This differs from Committeeman 
Burnett's statement to the Times’ cor- 
respondent that Librarian Matthews 
had told the committee they had noth- 
ing to do with attachés. 

Brieling related the history of the 
committee’s first report substantially 
as told in The Times’ advices. He 
said that when appointed chairman he 
did not know how to proceed, and 
Duckworth told him to call the commit- 
tee together and copy the list of at- 
tachés from the Journal. Brieling told 
the Chief Clerk he would want assist- 
ance and Duckworth called up his 
brother. Brieling got the latter and 
Ed Smith to act as clerks. Smith read 
the names off the Journal and R. R. 
Duckworth copied them. The latter 
told him it was customary to allow 
temporary attachés seven days’ pay, 
even though only one day’s work was 
performed. 

Brieling said he knew the name of 
only one man on the list, that of James 
Bowen, whom he asked Duckworth ta 
appoint. Bowen was down as Assist- 
ant Minute Clerk. 

Brieling said when the original re- 
port of the committee was read in the 
House, the members came rushing to 
the desk saying their friends had been 


left out, or that the mileage was wrong.

He thereupon Withdrew the report and 
had the Speaker announce that any- 
body interested could appear before the 
committee, 

Later, he added, he went to Duck- 
worth and sald: “Jim, I can't get this 
thing right somehow or other, there are 
so many complaining.” Duckworth 
said he must have left some out and 
gave him a list of names which was 
adde@ to the report and subsequently 
adopted by the House. 

Brieliag made no investigation as to 
whether attach@s were necessary or 
had done their work. He was asked 
about the name of Miss N. Bertola, and 
said it was not on the original list of 
the committee, but was written in the 
list given by Duckworth after the re- 
port ha@ been referred back. He was 
also asked about the name of Bila 
Bateman. He said he did not know 
how it €ame to be in the original list. 

Ed Smith told the Times correspond- 
ent that in the case of Miss Bertola, a 
sixteen-year-old Mills College girl, 
whose name appeared as Assistant 
Minute Clerk at $56, he called the at- 
tention of Brieling to it when typewrit- 
ing the list for the committee's second 
report, and told.Brieling the law only 
allowed $5 a day for that place. Briel- 
ing said Duckworth had given those 
figures to him and he guessed “They'd 
have to go.” Smith, however, made it 
read $35. He says he is shielding Duék- 
worth all he can, but that was too 
“raw,” and he intimated that three in- 
dorsements of attachés’ warrants 
cashed by Friedlander, R. R. Duck- 
worth’s political partner, which war- 
rants are now in the Controller's of- 
fice, is another black mark against the 
Chief Clerk. 

The story is told, though not vouched 
for, that at the close of the last ses- 
sion, Duckworth “held out" $500 be- 
longimg to attachés, and that Andy 
Branch, assistant clerk, made a roar 
which Duckworth had some difficulty 
in quieting. At the beginning of this 
session, the story goes. Duckworth 
tried to square himself by making ap- 
pointments on the temporary roll, and 
in pursuance thereof appointed Branch 
as assistant clerk and allowed Ella 
Bateman, who was ap attaché last ses- 
sion and is no other than Branch's wife, 
to go down on the roll for $56 without 
any place attached to her name. 

Smith says that when he came to 
J. Hocking’s name with $173.60 credited 
to the San Bernardino man, he ex- 
claimed: “This is a steal!’ He again 
applied to Brieling who told him Hock- 
ing was ex-Speaker John C. Lynch's 
man, and this example of jayhawking 
was allowed to stand. Hocking is the 
who, it is claimed, Was paid by. the 
county of San beMhardino to bring up 
& prisoner for Folsom on his way to 
Sacramento. 

Emmons asked Brieling at the hear- 
ing how Flynn came to be changed on 
the roll from a $4 to an $8 place, but 
Brieling declared he @fd not know, un- 
less it was a mistake of the chief clerk. 

Hart North has beex subpoenaed to 
produce the list of sponsors for ap- 
pointees which was furnished the cau- 
cus by Duckworth, and he is expected 
to produce it tomorrow. 

Duckworth will be subpoenaed to 
produce all the papers in his possession 
bearing onthe appointment of attachés. 
Efforts were made by some members 
of the Iinvestigating Committee before 
the hearing this afternoon to secure 
executive sessions, but they failed. 
The meeting, however, adjourned to 
the call of the chair and the newspa- 
per men are now keeping an eye on the 
chairman. 


LIBRARY TRUSTEES. 


The Republican Caucus Nominates 
George H. Stewart and Others.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 26. — [Special 
Dispatch.] In the Republican joint cau- 
cus this evening, Stewart of Los Ange- 
les, Neff, Brigham, Porter, George of 
Sacramento, Collins of Oakland, A. B. 
Lemon, Beckman, Frank Ryan, Short 
of Fresno, Dr. S. O. Wood of Stockton 
and Dr. Flint were placed in nomina- 
tion, and from them a board of five 
State Library Trustees will be chosen. 
There was a wrangle over the proposal 
of the Gillis men, who wanted the five 
men. 
clared elected, but the caucus decided 
to vote for the nominees singly, it re- 
quiring sixty-one or more votes to elect. 
The Los Angeles delegates raised the 
point that Ben Porter, who is on the 
Gillis ticket as from Los Angeles, does 
not belong to the Angel City. Guy of 
San Diego showed that Porter was on 
the Great Register as voting from the 
Twelfth Precinct, Second Ward. An- 
drous asked if Guy would say Porter 
had voted in that city in the last fifteen 
years, and the San Diego man backed 
down. The Los Angeles delegation was 
unanimous for Stewart. A committee 
was appointed to correspond immedi- 
ately with the nominees and ask if they 
will conduct the library as a Repub- 
lican institution. This is with a view 
to knocking out “Doc” Matthews 
(Dem.,) who is slated on the Gillis 
ticket for chief deputy. The caucus ad- 
journed till next Tuesday night.

ANOTHER REPORT.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 26.—A joint 
caucus was held this afternoon to se- 
lect five trustees for the State Li- 
brary to be voted for on February 3.

It had been gen- 
erally conceded that a ticket which 
has been in general circulation, and 
which if elected would secure to J. L.

A Busy Session of the 
Senate. 


Turpie Concludes His Talk for 
- Cuba. 


Wolcott’s Monetary Conference 
Bill Discussed. 


White and Other Democratic Sena- 
tors Ridicule the Measure—Nica- 
rauga Canal Discusson—Another 
Bill Passed Over the President's 
Head.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The Senate 
had a busy session today. Cuba, the 
proposed international monetary con- 
ference and the Nicaragua Canal came 
in for a share of attention. Mr. Turple 
of Indiana closed his speech on the Cu- 
ban resolutions, urging that Spain had 
utterly failed to quell the outbreak and 
that the! United States should intervene. 

The Wolcott bill for an international 
monetary conference was considered for 
the first time. Mr. White of California 
and Mr. Cannon of Utah and Mr. Daniel 
of Virginia urged that the conference 
would be futile and was not intended as 
a serious movement toward bimetal- 
lism. It was made evident, however, 
that the bill would meet little opposi- 
tion beyond the opinion of Senators 
that the bill would accomplish nothing. 
Mr. Stewart offered an amendment pro- 
viding that in case the conference 
failed, the Secretary of the Treasury 
should within thirty days begin the 
free and unlimited coinage of both gold 
and silver. No final action on the bill 
was taken. 

The Nicaragua Canal debate was re- 
sumed, Mr. Daniel speaking against 
the measure. Mr. Morgan submitted a 
letter from President Hitchcock of the 
canal company, replying to the recent 
letter of Minister Rodriguez. Mr. Mor- 
gan also offered and amendment de- 
signed to meet the objections presented 
by Mr. Rodriguez. 

In presenting a remonstrance against 
the bill said to restore the practice of 
flogging on vessels, Mr. Frye of Maine 
(Rep.) said there was no measure which 
in any way restored flogging. but on the 
contrary the bill referred to gave 
greater security than ever before to 
sailors against brutality on shipboard. 

Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts (Rep.) en- 
deavored to pass the bill authorizing 
the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
to designate a member of the Federal 
judiciary to sit in the hearing of the 
L’Abra mining cases before the Court 
of Claims, but on objection, the bill. 
went over. 

TURPIE’S CUBAN SPEECH. 

Mr. Turpie then resumed his speech 
on the Cuban question. He spoke of 
the papers recently sent to the Senate 
reciting the claims of Americans 
against Spain. These, if allowed, could 
not be paid in generations from Spain’s 
impoverished purse. 

“I would rather trust the resources of 
the Cuban republic,” declared the Sen- 
ator, “than those of Spain, stripped, as 
she will be, of the resources of Cuba.” 

Mr. Turpie then cited the ,past in- 
stances in which speedy recognition 
had been given by the United States to 
the revolutionists of South American 
republics against Spain, and also 
Spain’s recognition of the confederacy. 

Two years after the Argentine out- 
break, President Monroe urged recog- 
nition of belligerency and four years 
after the outbreak urged the recogni- 
tion of independence. There was no 
suggestion of autonomy, home rule and 
restoring peace, and yet this outbreak, 
said Mr. Turpie, was brief compared 
with the present one in Cuba, now in 
its twelfth year. There was no fear of 
war with Spain, said the Senator. There 
never had been such a war, and he 
hoped and believed there never would. 
The recognition of belligerency was a 
recognized right, not a cause of war. 

After Mr. Turpie had referred to 
Monroe’s repelling European interven- 
tion, the Senator added: “And now 
we hear it intimated that European 


_ powers are to intervene in favor of 
n. It would be an apt official re-T 


pai 
ply, in that case, that the United 
States will repulse intervention. Yet, 
all we hear is ‘pacification,’ ‘pacifica- 
tion of the island.’ There is not an in- 
timation that European interference 
would be repelled, but, if I must say 
it, rather an anxiety that the revolu- 
tion shall fail.”’ 

Mr. Turpie closed as follows: “If 
the Cuban patriots succeed we may 
then claim we were friends of that 
Republic; friends in need, in the hour 
and day of danger. If failure is be- 
fore them—which may God avert— 
our action will still lose nothing of 
grace or of grandeur, and we shall 
then keep faith with the quenchless 
spirit of freedom, and in the words of 
the great emancipaior, I wish all men, 
everywhere, might be free.” 

MONETARY CONFERENCE. 

The Senate then turned to the Wol- 
cott bill, providing for an interna- 
tional monetary conference. Mr. 
White of California (Dem.,) spoke de- 
risively of Mr. Wolcott's trip to Eu- 
rope as the representative of the com- 
ing administration in behalf of bi- 
metallism. This envoy antecedent 
had not met the most hearty.recep- 
tion, if the cable reports could be be- 
lieved, but had been referred by the 
British statesmen to their brothers on 
the continent. 

Mr. White said the Senator from 
Newry Hampshire (Chandler) in his 
leisure hours, edited a newspaper 
which contained an article, which Mr. 
White had read at the desk causing 
some amazement. It spoke of Mr. 
Sherman as the great leader who 
would solve the great question of bi- 
metallism. Turning to Mr. Sherman, 
Mr. White asked the Ohio Senator if 
he was ready to assume the task 
mapped out for him. 

There was no purpose, so far as he 
knew, Mr. White proceeded, to oppose 
this measure, as it was felt to be 
harmless, while it might satisfy its 
promoters, who might feel that it 
kept some of their promises; yet, with 
this act they were doomed to certain 
failure. When it had remained un- 


ted upon, some other device might 
to. The Senator referred

There 
was a belief, he said, that Mr. McKin- 
ley, in his holy of holies, entertains a 
conviction favorable to bimetallism, 
and the bill should be made broad 
enough to permit the coming President 
to ald in the accomplishment of this 
great end, instead of retiring into a 
passive and administrative attitude. 
As to international conferences in gen- 
eral, Mr. Cannon said he had little faith 
in them, and it would begalvanize life 
into one of the Pharaohs to get definite 
results from such a conference. The 
Senator referred also to Mr. Wolcott's 
trip to Europe, and said little was to 
be expected from this “dilettante dal- 
liance’ with the great question in- 
volved. 

Mr. Stewart of Nevada (Pop.) offered 
an amendment providing that in case 
the international conference failed to 
effect an agreement as to bimetallism, 
then within thirty days after the ad- 
journment of the conference, the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury should coin all 
the gold and silver brought to the mints 
into standard silver dollars and such 
geld coins as are now provided by law.

$1,000,000 to $2,500,000, but in the chaos 
and confusion now existing it is all but 
impossible to secure accurate figures. 
The losses are very generally covered 
by insurance. 

The fire originated in the basement of 
the six-story building extending from 
No. 1309 to 1317 Market street, occupied 
on the lower floors by Hansom Bros., 
and on the floors above by the “um- 
brella factory of Hirsch Bros. The 
smoke was discovered by a policeman 
who promptly turned in an alarm, but 
the fire made such headway that be- 
fore the engines could be put to work 
the buiMing was a mass of flame. With 
uncontroliable rapidity it then spread 
in all directions, destroying about thirty 
buildings before ft had been finally con- 
trolled. 

The fire reached the big tower on 
Wanamaker’s store about an hour 

fter it started, and the engines of the 
deanatimont went to work to save that 
building. Th® tower was destroyed, to- - 
gether with the valuable clock and 
chimes. The roof all along Market 
street was damaged and a great deal 
of stock in the front of the store suf- 
fered from smoke and water. 

Several firemen were injured, but 
none seriously, and one man dropped 
dead of excitement. 


DISASTROUS CONFLAGRATION. 


Particulars of the Big Fire in, the 
Quaker City. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 26.—The most 
disastrous conflagration that has vis- 
ited this city in recent years broke 
out before 7 o'clock this morning in 
the basement of the big grocery store 
of Hanscom Bros., No. 1317 Market 
street. Property to the value of $2,500,- 
000 or more was destroyed. 

The flames were first discovered by 
John Wagner, a reserve policeman. 
Before the engines reached the scene 
the entire rear portion of Hanscom’s 
store and Dennett's big restaurant were 
ablaze. A second alarm was sent in 
and a few moments later a general 
alarm. Immediately adjoining Han- 
scom Bros. on the west was a five- 
story building occupied by Blum Bros., 
manufactures of ladies’ cloaks. This 
was soon a mass of flames. Water 
seemed almost to freeze before it 
touched the buildings. The next build- 
ing on the west to be eaten up was that 
occupied by George Marshall as a res- 
taurant; then came the hat manufac- 
tory of C. E. Wells, and the rear of the 
wholesale grocery of Showell & Fryer. 
No. 1325 Market street. 

While the flames were sweeping west 
on Market street, the umbrella manu-

the world, which adjotns the restau- 
rant, caught fire. The inflammable 
matter of the immense stock of light 
goods added fuel to the flames and in 
half an hour the building, extending 
from No. 1309 to 1315, eight stories, on 
Market street, was a mass of flames. 

On the east of the Hirsch) building, 
between No. 1309 and 130 Market 
street, were the following tenants: 
Mizpah restaurant, Sterrner & Ball's 
cigar factory, Nickolacky’s confec- 
tionery and the big drug store of H. 
Hillman, No. 1301, the upper story of 
which was occupied by Potter Bros. as 
a photograph gallery. On che north 
side of Hirsch Bros., immediately 
across Silver street, stood the new 
seven-story building of Dunlap Bros. 
This building extended from No. 1306 
to 1310 Filbert street and was 100 feet 
deep. The first floors were occupied by 
the Collins Carriage Company.

ture, gutting it completely. The small 


' building on Silver street, west to Juni- 


per. were all gutted. The shop of Con- 
tractor Lewis Havens waS caught by a 
falling wall. Frank Piper of engine 
company No. 30 was the only man 
seriously hurt. 

At 8:15 a.m. fire was discovered in 
the tower of John Wanamaker’s big 
dry goods store. A stream of water 
from one of the water towers was run 
up the burning structure, but the sup- 
ply of water was either too small or 


. the apparatus defective, as the stream 


did not reach the flames. The tower 


- contained a handsome clock and chime 


bells. At 9 o'clock the entire tower col- 
lapsed, the clock falling through to 
the first floor. Two lines of hose, were 
then gotten on top of the gigantic 
structures and the flames which threat- 


ened to destroy Philadelphia’s most 
famous store were soon under control.

Between 3 and 4 a.m. fire hroke out 
in the fifth story of the building oc- 
cupied by O. H. Bunnell, wholesale 
stationer, Chestnut street, loss $10,000. 

Shortly hefore 6 o'clock the fire 
started in the big carpet store of John 
and ‘James Dobson, Chestnut street. 
By hard work the flames were con- 
fined to the sixth story. but the water 
soaked through to the basement. Loss, 
$100,000. 


t was while almost the entire de- 
partment was battling against gihe fire 
at Hobson's that an alarm was sounded 
from Thirteenth and Chestnut streets, 
Sverybody in Philadelphia who heard 


of an alarm from this locality instinct- 


ively cried “Wanamaker's.” The great 
store covers the entire block bounded 
by Chestnut, Market, Thirteenth and 
Juniper streets, and as the building 
Was constructed years ago many of the 
fire-proof features of modern struc- 
tures are lacking. The firemen soon 
found, however, that the flames had at- 


tacked the block opposite Wanamaker’s 
on the north, separated from the big 
store by Market street’s width of 120 
feet. 

When it was apparent that the block 
originally attacked was doomed, squads 
of firemen with long lines of hose were 


detailed to save Wanamaker’s. This 
structure, with the goods piled up 
within its four walls, represen 


money value of over $10,000,000. e- 
spite the efforts of the city firemen, re- 
inforced by Wanamaker's fire brigade, 
the high wind prevailing forced the 
flames across Market street after they 
pee been fought off for an hour and a 
alf. 

The fire caught in the high tower on 
the Market-street corner. This sup- 
porjed a big clock and chimes which 
ran out every” half-hour. ‘Little 
patches of flames made thetr appear- 


™ance along the edge of the roof ofthe 


structure and the excitement 
among firemen was “intense. Al 
knew that if the flames in Wanama- 
ker’s once got beyond control there 
Was no telling where the conflagration 
would stap. There was a deep sigh of 
relief, therefore, when the announce- 
ment was made that, beyond the de- 
struction of the tower, the scorching of 
paint and woodwork on the Market- 
Street front and the cracking of the, 
big phate-glass windows, the fire would 
not do further damage to Wanamaker’s. 

Smoke penetrated almost every por- 
tion of the big store and the damage to 
delicate dry-zoods from this cause will 
be heavy. Had the flames enveloped 
Wanamaker’s, nothing could possibly 
have prevented the destruction of 
scores of big buildings on Chestnut 
Street which is now closely built. 

Mr. Wanamaker was early ‘on the 
scene. At the present time he employs 
4200 people, and as»emany of the men 
in this army. of ¢mployes as would be 
of use in fighting the flames were ad- 
mitted into the store. The admirable 
precautions that the inflammable na- 
ture of the structure had made neces- 
sary rendered the work of the trained 
fire brigade easy and at the same 
time effective. 

Mr. Wanamaker said to an Associ- 
ated Press reporter at 9:30 a.m.: “The 
fire is confined to the Market-street 
end of my store, and three hours from 
the time the firemen are out of the 
place seven-eighths of the store will 
be ready for business.” 

Mr. Wanamaker apparently was the 
least concerned man in the crowd, and 
directed the movements of his em- 
ployés. Mr. Wanamaker does his own 
insufing, and his loss is therefore cov- 
ered in this way. 

The heaviest losers are Hirsch Bros., 
who suffered about $400,000. They had 
an immense stock on hand. Walter 
Hirsch, a member of the firm, said 
that the stock was fully covered by 
insurance. This firm employed 450 
hands. Hirsch Bros. occupied the top 
floors of the building which extended 
from 1309 to 1315 inclusive. The build- 
ing was owned by the estate of Henry 
Cc. Gibson, the well-known distiller, 
and was valued at about $500,000. 

Blum Bros., who occupied No. 1319, lose 
about $150,000 on stock; Hanson Bros., 
$125,000 on stock; Dennett's restaurant, 


stock and fixtures, $75,000; Sterner &

Covers were laid 
for nearly one thousand guests while 
nearly as many more looked on from 
the galleries and listened to the 
speeches. 

Mr. Platt made it the occasion of his 
formal acceptance of the Senatorship 
to succeed David B. Hill. 

In his speech Mr. Platt asserted that 
he had not been a candidate for the 
Senate and the honor had come to him 
unsought. He eulogized Maj. McKin- 
ley and spoke hopefully of the com- 
ing administration, but stated that it 
was not yet certain that the legisla- 
tion needed for the relief of the coun- 
try could pass the Senate, as it would 
be constituted after March 4. 

Referring to the National Democrats 
Mr. Platt said they could find no home 
in the Democratic party, and that they 
must come into the Republican party, 
where they are “held in just esteem.” 

The Senator-elect.declared that the 
people did not want the Wilson Bill 
patched up, but that they wanted it to 
be repealed, and enacted in its place 
a new tariff law framed upon the Re- 
publican theory of. protection. Mr. 
Platt made a complimentary reference 
to the foreign policy of President Cleve- 
land and Secretary Olney, stating that 
under their administration the “position 
of our country abroad has improved.” 

He said that it had been demon- 
strated again “‘that the consistent up- 
holding of American interests in foreign 
‘lands does not necessarily involve dis- 
agreeable relations with foreign gov- 
ernments.”’ 

Referring to the Cuban question, he 
said the attitude of the government 
could not always express the sym- 
pathies of the people as it has its 
treaties to observe and its code of pub- 
lic law to respect. He said the United 
States neither wished to govern Cuba 
nor fight Spain, and that no action 
should be taken leading in the direc- 
tion of either enterprise.

The Cold Snap Gives Work 
to Thousands,

WASHINGTON, January 26.—The 
Weather Bureau has issued the fol- 
lowing: 7 

The temperature has risen slowly 
from the Atlantic Coast westward over 
the Ohio and upper Mississippi val- 
leys and the Northwest. It continues 
‘low and has fallen slightly in the 
Southwest and it has fallen decidedly 
on the central gulf and west coast of 
Florida, where it is below freezing. 
There has been little change in tem- 
perature in Florida up to tonight, and 
as this region is covered with an area 
of rain it is probable that the cold 
wave may not extend south of Jackson- 
ville with sufficient intensity to cause 
injury to crops, although the tempera- 
ture may reach freezing in the interior 
of the extreme northern portion. 

The temperature will remain about 
stationary Wednesday in the middle 
Atlantic States north of Virginia, with 
fair weather, and it will rise slowly 
in the central valleys, with light local 
snows. 

The barometer has risen in the St. 
Lawrence Valley and New England 
ana in the Southwest and it has 
fallen from Florida northwest to Mani- 
toba. It is lower northeast of New 
England and higher north of Montana. 
There is a second depression central 
over Florida, which its apparently mov- 
ing to the northeastward. 

The high winds which have prevailed 
on the Atlantic Coast north of Hat- 
teras, due to the depression in the 
lower St. Lawrence Valley, have been 
succeeded by brisk northwesterly winds 
which will continue Wednesday, the de- 
pression having passed to the eastward 
of Nova Scotia. 


CHARITY IN CHICAGO. 


Prompt Relief For the Sufferers 
From the Cold Snap. 
[RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

CHICAGO, Jan. 26.—The quick re- 
sponse of the citizens to Mayor Swift's 
appeal has resulted in the relief of suf- 
fering in Chicago with rapidity and to 
an extent far beyond expectation. 
Through the systematic canvass of the 
police and the prompt attention to the 
cases reported by the officers, it is safe 
to say that but few persons suffered to- 
night in Chicago from cold or hunger. 
During the past forty-eight hours not 
less than 1200 families were supplied 
through the police with fuel and food. 

The work ot the police was today re- 
inforced by that of the letter carriers, 
who, acting on’ Postmaster Hesing’s 
orders, gathered the names of the un- 
fortunates on their routes and turned 
them into the sub-stations, the super- 
intendent of which then reported to the 
police. The work of the Salvation 
Army was far-reaching, and the in- 
formation in the hands of the ‘“‘slum” 
workers was used to great advantage 
in the relief work. 

Mayor Swift was busy all day re- 
ceiving subscriptions to the relief fund. 
The Pabst Brewing Company of Mil- 
waukee telegraphed Mayor Swift that 
it had sent $1000 to help feed the hun- 
gry. The largest contribution so far 
made to the public relief fund was by 
the officials and employés of the Pos- 
tal Telegraph-Cable Company, who 
raised $2000. The lumber dealers of the 
olty raised $1300 in fifteen minutes to- 
day and promised that by tomorrow 
morning the amount would be $2500. 
A large fund was raised among the ex- 
hibitors of cycles at the National Ex- 
position, now being held here. The List 
was headed by the Pope Manufacturing 
Company with a contribution of $1000 
and will amount to a large sum when 
completed. Fully $35,000 has been 
raised for relief work in the last two 
days by voluntary responses to Mayor 
Swift's proclamation. 

Fully two thousand people were given 
shelter last night at the police stations 
and Salvation Army barracks. A new 
isolation hospital was thrown open to- 
day, the Council having appropriated 
$10,000 for the purpose, and will be 
used for cases of contagious disease 
among the poor. Eight hundred new 
eases of families requiring immedi- 
ate aid were reported by the police to- 
day. At 11 ‘o'clock the government 
thermometer registered 1% deg. below 
zero. 
was found frozen 


Rock Island road. Several cases of se- 
vere freezing are reported, some of 
which will probably result in loss of 
hands or feet. Fires kept the firemen 
busy all day, and nearly every man 
in the department is almost exhausted 
by constant battle with flames in bitter 
cold weather. 

The weather moderated a trifle to- 
day, and the mercury worked its way 
up slowly from 16 deg. below zero to 
zero, where it remained for the greater 
portion of the day. In the evening it 
went down a little, but not over from 
2 to 4 degrees. The revorts from the 
Northwest show a general rise in the 
temperature, about equal to that of 
Chicago. 


WEATHER MODERATING. 


The Cold Spell Lets Up in New 


. York and New Engiand.

NEW YORK. Jan. 26.—There was a 
slight but not appreciable moderation 
of temperature here tgday. At 4:30 
o’clock it was 5.08 deg. above zero, the 
wind blowing fifty-two miles an heur. 
At 8 o'clock the mercury had risen 
to 7 deg. and the wind had subsided 
somewhat. In the interior there has 
been a more marked rise of tempera- 
ture, the moderation being also quite 
marked in New England and Canada. 
Snow is reported in many places.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 26.—The 
funeral of Fong Ching, better known 
as ‘Little Pete,” the murdered leader 
of the Sam Yup Society, took place to- 
day. The funeral procession was about 
half a mile long, and the streets were 
crowded with curious people. After 
elaborate ceremonies the body was 
placed in the receiving vault at Laurel 
Hill until further services, which will 


be held next Thursday. 
ROCKHILL WILL NOT INTER- 
FERE. 


“WASHINTGON, Jan. 26.—The State 
Department has declined to be drawn 
into the great factional fight now go0- 
on in San Francisco between the two 
big Chinese secret societies, the Sam 
Yups and the See Yups, which has been 
marked already by murder and other 
deeds of violence. About two weeks 
ago, at the instance of Senator White, 
Assistant Secretary Rockhill listened 
to a statement from a San Francisco 
attorney, representing the See Yups, 
who sought to have the State Depart- 
ment intervene to prevent the Chinese 
Consul at San Francisco from taking 
action hostile to that society. It was 
soon made apparent to the State De- 
partment that this was not a matter 
for action, certainly at this time, if 
at all. It is held in the department 
that a grieved society must find its re- 
course in the local law, which can re- 
strain the offending official if cause is 
shown, It it is, however, held by the 
local or State authorities, that this is 
a case demanding the action of the 
national goyernment, the issue can be 
made only by formal complaint by the 
Governor of California against the 
Chinese Consul-General, which com- 
plaint, if made in due course, will be 
laid before the Chinese government 
through its Minister at Washington, or 
through Mr. Denby, Minister at Peking. 
CALLUNDAN FINED. 

SAN FRANSCISCO, Jan. 26.—Private 
Detective John Callundin was fined $100 
or 100 days by Police Judge Joachim- 
sen for malicious mischief. On Octo- 
ber 12 last Callundan, in pursuance of 
instructions from the Chinese Consul, 
raided the clubrooms of the See Yup 
Society in Chinatown, and destroyed 
over $5000 worth of property. On the 
trial his attorney urged that, as Cal- 
lundan acted by direction of the Con- 
sul, there was no malice on his part. 
The Callundan raid was one of the 
moves in the Sam Yup-See Yup war- 
fare, which resulted in the assassina- 
tion of ‘Little Pete.”’ 

CHINATOWN IN A TURMOIL 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 26,—China- 
town is in a turmoil. Little Pete’s vio- 
lent death, the feuds and animosities 
which led up to it, and the conse- 
quences, results vaguely conjectured 
but distinctly feared, have caused a 
state of affairs which the authorities 
describe as the worst they ever saw. 

An extra detail of — patrols the 
streets and alleys with the vigilance 
that attaches to recognized danger. A 
force of over twenty men employed by 
the Sam Yup association guards the 
street corners for several blocks around 
Little Pete's shoe factory, and narrowly 
watches the coming and going of the 
Chinese known or supposed to be inim- 
ical to Little Pete’s faction. The prom- 
inent men of both Sam Yups and See 
Yups go about only when accompanied 
by a strong bodyguard. 
Despite the fact- — 
Consul has taken no official action in 
the premises, the matter will probably 
reach the State Department, since the 
See Yup Company has entered a protest 
against the Consul-General’s interfer- 
ence with its organization with Secre- 
tary of State Olney. The matter was 
presented by Attorney Ira D. Orton 
and Senator White some weeks ago to 
First Assistant Secretary of State 
Rockhill, who promised to examine into 
it at his earliest opportunity. 

THE MURDERER ARRESTED. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 26.—A gi- 
gantic Chinaman is fm the secret cell 
of the City Prison and the police are 
confident that they have the mur- 
derer of Little Pete. A white man, 
whose name is withheld, was on Wash- 
ington street the night tne murder was 
committed and he claims to have seen 
a Chinese, over six feet tall, run from 
the barber shop just after the shooting. 
Tonight he saw the same man and 
pointed him out to a policeman. The 
Chinese was arrested and taken to jail 
where the police refused to allow him 
to be interviewed. 


Ruined by the Raines Law. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—On application 
of the board of directors and interested 
bondholders, stockholders and creditors 
of the D. G. Yenling Brewing Com- 
pany, Commodore Vetter was today ap- 
pointed received for the concern, which 
has a bonded indebtedness of $1,300,000 
and other debts aggregating about 
$215,000. A reorganization of the ocom- 
pany will be attempted and the re- 
ceiver will continue the business, It is 
claimed the Raines liquor law is largely 
responsible for the failure, having 
taken away a great deal of trade and 
having caused the brewers to raise 
large sums of money for payments of 
licenses for saloonkeepers.

SHE STRUCK A REEF. 


LOSS OF THE STEAMER ELSA IN 


CUBAN WATERS. 


Members of the South American Ex- 
pedition Escaped in Boats and 
Were Rescued by a Spanish Man- 
of-War Patrolling the Coast, 


(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

NORWALK (0O.,) Jan. 26.—[Special 
Dispatch.] The following letter from 
George Lamkin, dated Havana, Cuba, 
which was received in this city today, 
is the first direct information from the 
ill-fated Cleveland-Norwalk South 
American expedition, whose steamer, 
the Elsa, was wrecked off the Cuban 
coast: 

“After leaving Pascagoula we had a 
beautiful run across the gulf up to 
9:50 o’clock Saturday night, when the 
Elsa struck the dreaded Colorado reef 
off the coast of Cuba and near San An- 
tonio. I was on deck at the time, be- 
ing in charge of the engine, it being 
my trick. The coral reef does not 
show above the surface of the water 
and we could not see it. The captain 
was away off the course. Well, the 
Elsa struck. We all got away in small 
boats, saving nothing but what we had 
on and what was in the upper cabin. 
We waited near’ until morning and 
then, there being no land in sight, we 
started toward the east and rowed all 
day, reaching the coast of Cuba at 
night. We slept on the beach and in 
the early morning of Sunday, we pulled 
again up the coast, looking for fresh 
water, as we found none where we 
landed. After an hour of hard row- 
ing, a Spanish man-of-war, on patrol, 
picked us up and we were taken to the 
nearest town, Arroyo, on the northeast 
coast, where we were placed in a shed 
to await a boat running along the 
coast that would take us to Havana. 
We left Arroyo on Thursday and ar- 
rived in Havana on Sunday and were 
taken to a kind of hotel where we are 
now. We were unable to find the 
American Consul until Monday after- 
noon, when he gave his subordinates an 
order to give us the necessary atten- 
tion and later gave orders to get us 
to the United States on the liners when 
they came in. 

“How we escaped death, first by the 
water, then by the Spanish, we can- 
not understand, but we are now await- 
ing the ships to come to take us away. 
We may get away for Tampa tomor- 
row.”

TWO BOLD ROBBERS, 


PROPRIETOR OF THE FOUR-MILE 
HOUSE BRUTALLY ASSAULTED. 


Highwaymen Enter Mohring’s Sna- 
loon, Beat Him Over the Head 
and Rob Him. 


LEFT BOUND AND GAGGED. 


SHERIFF’S POSSE AND A PHYSICIAN 
SENT TO THE SCENE, 


Bloouw~ounds Used to Track the Mis- 
ereants, Who are Believed to Be 
Tramps—A Good Description 
Given by Their Victim. 


Two desperate robbers committed a 
murderous assault on W. Mohring, 
proprietor of a road-house on the Old 
Mission road, four miles east of this 
city, at an early hour last evening. 
Both were armed with big revolvers, 
and after looting the place of what 
valuables it contained, they made 
their escape, leaving Mohring bound 
and gagged, and nearly dead from loss 
of blood. 

Mohring, who lives all alone in the 
road house, heard his dog bark at about 
7 o'clock. He went to the door, and 
saw two men coming to the door from 
the east. Thinking that they were 
customers, he reéntered his place and 
stepped behind the bar. 

When the men entered one of them 
called for beer. Mohring told them he 
had none, and the man then asked 
for whisky. This Mohring refused to 
sell them, as he had recently lost his 
license. ‘‘Well,’”’ said one of the new- 
comers, “can you give us some lunch?” 
Mohring said he could and started for 
his living rooms in the rear to get a 
knife. As he did so, both men &8tepped 
to the end of the bar and both drew 
big revolvers. “Throw up your hands” 
came the stern command, and _ then 
one of the men pushed him. He fell 
against the trough under the beer 
faucet, and landed under the counter. 
Then the fellow who had pushed him 
bent over. 

“Here, take my money, you can 
have all I’ve got,” exclaimed the pros- 
trate man. Even this did not satisfy 
the robber, and he dealt Mohring a 
powerful blow over the left side of the 
head with the butt end of his revolver. 
The blood gushed from an ugly wound 
and streamed down over Mohring’s 
shirt front. The robber then removed 
from the wounded man’s pocket his 
purse containing about $12 in silver. 

Meantime the other man had gone 
into the rooms in the rear of the bar, 
and had ransacked the proprietor’s 
trunk. All he found of value was an 
Elgin silver watch and a revolver. He 
then returned to the bar-room and 
told his companion to bind Mohrings’ 
hands behind him. A piece of rope 
was procured, and the saloon-keeper’s 
wrists were tied together. Then one of 
the robbers drew from his pocket a 
black silk handkerchief and tied it over 
Mohring’s mouth, effectually prevent- 
ing him from crying out for help. Be- 
fore this was done, the wounded nian 
begged them to put some whisky on 
his head. With reluctance they did 


80. 

Then they opened the ice box and 
removed two pieces of sausage. They 
also took nearly all the whisky in the 
place, and then started out of the 
door after first blowing out the soli- 
tary kerosene lamp which kept’ the 
place from total darkness. 

After the men had gone Mohring 
struggled to free himself, and was fin- 
ally successful in working his hands 
loose. Picking up a piece of cheese 
cloth he wound it around his bleeding 
head and, weak from loss of blood, 
staggered over to the home of a neigh- 
bor named Welch, which is about two 
hundred yards west of his place. To 
Welch he told the story of the assault 
and robbery. Welch bandaged the 
wounds in his head, and the two Welch 
boys went to Maier’s slaughter house 
and telephoned to the Central Police 
Station for 9 physician. Clerk Hensley 
notified the Sheriff, as the affair had 
occurred outside the city, and sent Dr. 
Merritt Hitt to the scene. Under Sher- 
iff Clement and Deputy Sheriff John 
Barnhill, Dr. Hitt and a Times reporter 
were soon at the roadhouse. 

Mohring, although quite weak, was up 
waiting for the party. An examination 
showed that he had a deep wound about 
two inches in length in his head. After 
five stitches had been taken in the 
wound, Mohring told his story, substan- 
tially as given above. 

He was able to describe the men, 
and said the one who had struck him 
was rather heavy set, and weighed from 
180 to 185 pounds. He was about five 
feet five inches in height and between 
25 and 35 years of age. He wore a dark 
mustache. 

The other man was about two inches 
taller and rawboned, with a thin face. 
He was particularly ugly and had a 
two weeks’ growth of beard on his face. 

The officers made a thorough investi- 


gation of the road in front of the place} 


and found footprints of two men lead- 
ing a few feet west of the saloon. The 
men had then “back tracked” and their 
footprints were traced along the road 
to a point about a quarter of a mile east 
of the saloon. 

Under Sheriff Clement was of the 
opinion that the men were tramps, and 
it is probable that they boarded one of 
the outgoing freight trains which pass 
near the place. 

It was decided, however, to put blood- 
hounds on the trail, and the officers 
went to East Los Angeles, where two 
hounds were obtained from a celored 
man who lives near the East Los An- 
geles police station. The officers and 
hounds returned to the scene of the 
hold-up about midnight, and the black 
silk handkerchief which had been used 
to gag Mohring with, was passed under 
the hounds’ nostrils. The animals im- 
mediately dashed away along the road 
to the east. 

For three miles they ran, and finally 
stoppepd at the door of a house tenanted 
only by a woman. The officers searched 
the house and vicinity, but could find 
no trace of the men they were in search 
of. They did find, however, wagon 
tracks, and it is probable that the men 
took a conveyance near this house 
and drove away. 

Thinking perhams the hounds had 
made a mistake, the officers took them 
back to the scene of the hold-up. 

The hounds then bounded away again 
and took the same route to the house 
where they had previously stopped. 
This ended the hunt for the ®ight, and 
the officers returned to the city at 3:30 
o'clock this morning. The matter will 
be more thoroughly investigated thi@d 
morning, but it is thought the robbers 
have made good their escape. 


IN FROUBLE AGAIN. 


Jail-bird Arrested on a Charge of 
Suspicion. 


Frank Thompson, a colored man who was 
recently released from the City Jail after 
serving sentence for petty larceny, was ar- 
rested at Vine and First streets by Officer 
Henderson and locked up at the City Jail at 
3 o'clock yesterday morning on a charge of 
suspicion.

THIRTY-SECOND SESSION.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 26.—In the Sen- 
ate this morning Mr. Withington made 
a public apology to Senator Bulla for 
his hasty and intemperate language 
yesterday in regard to Bulla’s amend- 
ment to Withington’s resolution debar- 
ring the press from getting copies of 
bills. Mr. Bulla accepted the apology. 

The Committee on Constitutional 
Amendments reported in favor of a 
constitutional amendment for woman 
suffrage. 

In the Senate this afternoon the bill 
appropriating $75,000 for the State print- 
ing office was passed, Withington and 
Pedlar voting no. 

Androus’s bill providing for the de- 
struction of municipal bonds of cities 
of the fifth class where the same have 
been executed and remain unsold, was 
passed without a dissenting vote. 


The bill introduced by Senator Dwyer | 


conferring power upon the governing 
body of cities of the first class to pro- 
vide for the erection of a municipal 
hospital, and to levy a tax for that 
purpose was passed and ordered imme- 
diately sent to the Assembly~ 

Senator Holloway’s bill authorizing 
the governing body of cities of the sixth 
class to levy an additional tax of 35 
cents on the $100 of assessable property 
was passed to the third reading file. 

Mr. Bert’s bill authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a Japanese interpreter for 
the courts of San Francisco came up 
for second reading. The bill fixed the 
compensation of that official at $150 per 
month. Braunhart offered an amend- 
ment fixing the salary at $100 a month. 
Braunhart in a@ short but vigorous 
speech declared that San Francisco did 
not need a Japanese interpreter, and 
he would not, vote to saddle the people 
of San Francisco with an additional of- 
ficial with a high salary. After consid- 
erable @iscussion, in which the proposi- 
tion was made to refer the matter 
to the San Francisco delegation, a 
solution of the difficulty, which threat- 
ened to block legislation for the re- 
mainder of the day, :was found in 
Mr. Smith's withdrawal of his motion 
to refer the bill to the San Francisco 
delegation. On a viva voce vote Braun- 
hart’s amendment was lost, and the 
bill went on the third-reading file.

McDowell's Joint Closed by Order 
of the Board—Woarm Words En- 
gendered by a Main-street Sa- 
loon-keeper’s Petition for a 
Transfer. 


The Police Commission held a lively 
session yesterday morning, the usual 
tedium being relieved by a spat’ be- 
tween a saloon-keeper and some citi- 


, zens, who objected to his saloon. 


The case was that of Henry Koch. 
who recently applied for a transfer 
of. a license ‘which had ‘been granted 
him at 3207 South Main street. He 
wished to transfer to an adioining 
building, while his permanent quarters 
were being fitted up. It appears that the 
property-owners in the vicinity were 
ignorant of the fact that a license had 
been granted to Koch in the first place. 
When they learned of it they at once 
prepared petitions and protests galore, 
and presented them to the board yes- 
terday. Councilman Toll, City Attorney 
Dunn, ex-Police Commissioner John 
Pirtle and other citizens took up the 
cudgels against Mr. Koch, and an 
avalanche of objections to his saloon 
was launched in the hearing of the 
commissioners. During the course of 
the argument, Mr. Crandall and the 
saloon man became involved in an 
altercation, which Mayor Snyder had 
some difficulty in settling. Koch ac- 
cused Crandall of patronizing a liquor 
house in his vicinity, which Crandall 
hotly denied. Words became numerous 
at this point and blood-letting appeared 
to’ be imminent. The Mayor pounded 
for order, and secured it only after the 
echoes had been sent flying from the 
committee-room out into the long cor- 
ridors of the City Hall. 

The petition stated that a request 
for this license was denied by the com- 
mission about a year ago, because of

The commission yesterday denied the 
petition for a transfer, but after tak- 
ing the action found that there was 
considerable difference of opinion 
the commissioners as to the 
present status of the case. 

The Mayor thought Koch was in pos- 
session of his original license at No. 
3207 Main, while Gen. Forman thought 
the denying of the petition for a trans- 
fer deprived Koch of his license alto- 
gether. Gen. Forman then moved that 
the original 
missioner Wyman voted with him when 
the roll was called, but Commissioners 
Preuss, McLain and Mayor Snyder 
voted “‘no,’’ and the motion was lost. 

Residents in the vicinity of Mateo 
and Seventh streets complained to the 
board that a gang of hoodlums infests 
their neighborhood, making life miser- 
able for the peaceable inhabitants of 
that part of the city. Their petition 
was numerously signed, and asked that 
a police officer be detailed to patrol 
the neighborhood and abate the nuis- 
ance. The petition was referred to the 
City Council. 

WHITE WINGS NO MORE. * 

The license of the White Wings sa- 
loon on East First street was revoked 
by the Police Commission. The pro- 
prietor, J. E. McDowell, was convicted 
in the Police Court some time ago of 
violating the midnight-closing ordi- 
nance, and fined $25 for the offense. 

The Parkhurst League at once peti- 
tioned the police board to revoke Mc- 
Dowell’s license. Their petition was 
referred to the Chief, who yesterday 
reported at length in the case. 

In his report the Chief recited the 
history of the saloon for the past sev- 
eral years. It was formerly the prop- 
erty of Fred Czarske, who was mur- 
dered in his saloon on West Third 
street last summer. He willed a half 
interest in the place to his wife and 
the other half to Eugene McDowell, his 
brother-in-law. Later the woman’s in- 
terest was purchased by J. E. Mc- 
Dowell, a brother of Eugene. It was 
J. E. McDowell who was recently ar- 
rested, and since his conviction, he has 
sold his interest in the saloon to his 
brother, Eugene. The Chief’s report 
declared the sale to have been a bona 
fide one and wound up as follows: 

NEVER WOULD BE MISSED. . 


“To do full justice to this applicant, 
Eugene J. McDowell, I will state that 
while the elder McDowell frequently 
drank to excess and was therefore no’ 
qualified to properly conduct a saloon. 
the present applicant, who is but 22 
years of age, is said to be sober and 
of gcod character, and as he is married 
and his interest in the saloon is about 
his only property, he is ‘very anxious to 
not lose it, and states that. ... 
if his license is not revoked he wil) 
discontinue the music in the place and 


do his best to improve the character of 
the saloon and give some credence 
to his statements, as he is very anx- 
ious to keep the p'ace and I believe 
that he intends to try and improve the 
character of the saloon and that he has 
made some improvements. 

“However, it is a fact that the said 
saloon has always been below the 
average of the saloons of the city and 
at times has been very disorderly. and 
the license of the place, before the 
present parties had an interest in it. 
was once revoked, but a good many 
of the same old gang that made the 
place disreputable are, I am informed, 
still visitors of the saloon, and many 
women are permitted to drink there, 
‘and it is my opinion that if the char- 
acter of the place is not materially 
improved, it could well be spared by 
the city, and I am very certain that 
if the place should be closed it never 
would be missed’ by our law-abiding 
and desirable citizens.” 

A delegation of Parkhurst people 
Was present and asked to be heard 
concerning the matter. The board did 
not fancy the prospect of another av- 
alanche of words and declined to hark 
to the would-be orators. 

Gen. Forman moved that the license 
be revoked and the petition for a 
transfer denied. The motion prevailed 
there being no dissent expressed. 

The application of Frank Biggy for 
a liquor license at No. 1485 Mission 
road, was denied, there being al- 
ready a saloon in the immediate neigh- 
borhood. 

George Horst Kotte's application for 
a transfer of license at No. 300 Ala- 
meda street, from Lawrence & Comp- 
ton, to himself, was granted. 

THAT HORSESHOE LICENSE. 

The petition of the “Methodist 
preachers’ meeting’ for the revoca- 
tion of the license of the Horseshoe 
saloon on North Alameda street was 
considered by the board. The senti- 
ment, as expressed by the Commis- 
sioners, seemed to be that a revoca- 
tion was the proper thing, but Mr.

Compton accords high praise to City 
Attorney Dunn for the part taken by 
that official in the case, and also re- 
fers to the assistance rendered him by 
the corps of consulting engineers em- 
ployed by the City Council. 

In this connection Compton further 
adds that “to be prepared against any 
future attacks upon this the most val- 
uable property that the city possesses,”’ 
five weirs have been constructed that 
will demonstrate the effect upon the 
river by means of an underground or 
tributary diverting of these waters. 
The registration of the flow of water 
over these weirs is made automatically 
by a float and clock-work contrivance 
that shows relatively the amount of 
water flowing over these weirs for any 
moment of the twenty-four hours of 
the dav. Weirs have also been located 
in all diverting or inflowing ditches or 
streams. The report recommends that 
rain-gauges be placed at different points 
over this watershed. 

According to the report there were 
34.95 miles of sewers laid under the 
Vrooman Act. at a cost of $198,994.03. 
There were .85 miles of sewers laid un- 
der private contract. 

During the year 12.78 miles of streets 
were graded under the same act, while 


11.28 miles were graded under private 


contract. In the samé year .94 miles 
of pavement were laid under the Vroo- 
man Act. There were 1.12 miles of 
sidewalk and 2.27 miles of curb laid un- 
der private contract, and 16.11 miles of 
sidewalk and 27.76 miles of curb un- 
der the Vrooman Act. In addition to 
the foregoing there were 13.46 miles of 
sidewalk, and 7.50 miles of curb laid 
under permits from the Street Super- 
intendent. The total length of side- 
walk laid was 30.69 miles, and of curb 
37.53 miles. The expenses of the office 
during the year amounted to $33,062.42.

NEWTON WROTE THEM. | 


LETTERS IN THE SPENCER TRIAL 
CREATE A SENSATION. 


Proceedings Before Jadge Van Dyke 


Yesterday in Department Four. 
Mrs. Newton Makes a2 Model 
Witness. 


The Spencer trial was resumed in 
Department Four yesterday morning 


and lasted all day. The counsel for} 


the plaintiff had to lay a foundation 
for secondary evidence in order to in- 
troduce copies of letters, the originals 
of which cannot be accounted for. It 
appears that these original letters 
were annexed to a deposition taken 
in the Newton vs. Newton divorce 
case. 

This deposition, according to Attor- 
ney Lammé’s statement, was taken 
in his office, and his law partner, 
Judge Wilson, attended the taking of 
it as Mrs. Spencer's counsel, that 
lady being mentioned in the divorce 
suit as co-respondent. The deposition 
was never filed in court, as the court 
records will show, and has disap- 
peared. The attorneys for the prose- 
cution, J. W. Swanwick, Esq., and 
Leon F. Moss, Esq., put in a good part 
of the time yesterday trying to ascer- 
tain what had become of the missing 
paper. 

A man by the name of Fry was 
called as the first witness yesterday 
morning. Fry's testimony was care- 
fully given, the court subjecting him 
to an examination after the attorneys 
had finished with him. The substance 
of his testimony was as follows: Early 
in the year 1887 he went to Mrs. 
Spencer's rooms in the Rose Block to 
negotiate the purchase of her ninety- 
four acre orange ranch. On the first 
and second occasions he visited her 


Spencer was present in the room 
where the conversation was carried 
on, but took no part in it himself. 


As Mrs, Spencer did not introduce the 
men, the witness was not aware who 
Spencer was. Upon his third visit 
Mrs. Spencer was alone, and told the 
witness that the old man he had seen 
there on his previous visits was her 
husband. She further said: “He is old 
and very much broken down in health 
and is entirely incapable of doing any 
business. He has been incapable for 
a number of years, and so I attend to 
all the business.”’ 

Fry made an agreement with Mrs. 
Spencer to purchase the orange ranch, 
but subsequently she backed out and 
added new and impossible conditions 
to the sale. On the day Fry and Mrs. 
Spencer had the talk in which she an- 
nounced her intention to break the 
agreement, after his conversation with 
her he met Spencer, and asked him to 
intercede in the matter. Spencer, 
after looking around furtively, ap- 
parently to see whether he was being 
overheard, said: “No, no, I couldn't 
do that. She is, a terrible woman. I 
would not dare to say anything to her 
about it.”’ 

Mrs. Newton was then recalled, and 
testified to the following: Mrs. Spen- 
cer always locked the bedroom door 
between her own room and that of 
Spencer. The reason she gave upon 
one occasion was that her husband 
used so much morphine that she con- 
sidered him dangerous. The witness, 
on one occasion, saw Mrs. Spencer get 
out of her buggy, and while doing so 
step on a stick and twist her ankle. 
She turned to Spencer, cursed him and 
told him that he had no business to 
have the stick there. She continued 
cursing him for some time. 

On another occasion the witness went 
to the Spencer’s house. Spencer was 
in the dining-room writing. Mrs. 
Spencer was sitting down and seemed 
to be worried about something. She 
stated to the witness that Spencer 
had been writing to his son and had 
gotten so childish that he simply 
couldn’t write a letter. Mrs. Spencer 
said he had sat down and written a 
long letter and when he brought it 
to her to read, she found upon read- 
ing it that he had beaten around the 
bush and said nothing, and that he 
didn’t have the brains of a cat. She 
said further that she had thereupon 
written a letter which Spencer was 
then engaged in copying. 

This conversation between Mrs. Spen- 
cer and the witness the latter thought 
was overheard by Spencer, though he 
made no sign of hearing it. 

Mrs. Newton was a long time on the 
stand identifying the letters as true 
copies of the originals, and was cross 
examined on the subject before they 
were admitted as evidence. They were 
admitted after strenuous objection on 
the part of Attorney Lamme for the 
defense, but Mrs. Newton stood up 
nobly under the fire Lamme subjected 
her to while on cross-examination. Her 
statements were positive and to the 
point, and she made a model witness 
for the prosecution. 

Judge Waldo M. York, Beach, an at- 
torney’s clerk employed in the law 
offices of Hon. James McLachlan, and 
Cc. D. Pillsbury, Esq., counsel for Mrs. 
Newton in her divorce suit, were called 
to the stand for the purpose of throw- 
ing some light on the whereabouts of 
the missing deposition and the letters 
attached thereto, but none of them 
were able to do so.

The nature of the letters filed today, 
purporting to have been written by 
Newton from Chicago, addressed to and 
received by Mrs. Spencer, torn and 
thrown into a garbage can by her, 
fished therefrom and pieced together by 
Mrs. Newton, is such that a bare men- 
tion of their general trend is all that 
can be said in print concerning them. 
Truly, a.garbage can was a fit resting 
place for such monuments of indecency. 

The most striking feature of these 
documents is the frequent mention of 
Newton’s child in terms of love and 
affection. 

Mingled with the honeyed phrases and 
expressions of an illicit love are solic- 
itous inquiries for the welfare of the 
child who was born to him by his law- 
fully wedded wife. Side by side and 
hand in hand with dishonorable pro- 
posals to the object of his guilty affec- 
tions to leave her home and cast her 
lot with him, comes the statement that 
they will be happy together “with 
baby.” 

This method of bringing the name 
and mention of a little child into these 
letters, filled as they are with inde- 
cency, profanity and dishoror, is the 
most sickening part of the whole busi- 
ness. The disrespectful mention of his 
faithful wife is but what one would ex- 
pect to follow, and follow it does. How- 
ever, the letters are admitted, and that 
is a point gained by the prosecution 
and one which evidently did not please 
the defense. 


RUBENS VS. MEAD SETTLED. 


Judgment Rendered for the Plainti#£ 
by Judge York. 


The case of Sarah V. Rubens against 
Mary A. Mead came up for trial .be- 
fore Judge York in Department Three 
yesterday.

BARTHELMAN CONVICTED. 


The Wife-murderer’s Plea of Ine 
sanity Did not Save Hin. 
John F. Barthelman, who shot and 
killed his wife, Mabel Barthelman on 
November 3, 1896, has been condemned 
to suffer death on the scaffold as a 

punishment of his crime. 

The jury retired to the jury room, 
after hearing the final instructions of 
the court, and on the first ballot 
agreed on a verdict of murder in the 
first degree. Just forty minutes from 
the time they were locked up to delib- 
erate on a verdict, the knock on the 
door was heard which signified their 
concurrence of opinion. 

When the twelve men filed back into 
the then empty courtroom, Judge 
Smith had gone home and had to be re- 
called. The prisoner at the bar. his 
counsel, the attorneys for the State. 
with the exception of Deputy District 
Attorney McComas. who had also ieft 
the Courthouse for his home, Deputy 
Sheriff Marsh and Clerk Logan were 
the only occupants of the courtroom. 
As the verdict was read by the fore- 
man of the jury and no recommenda- 
tion was made, it dawned upén the de- 
fendint that he must lose his life in 
expiation of that awful act committed 
by him in a fit of anger. Barthelman 
betrayed his intense feeling but 
Slightly. His face whitened and he 
turned quickly in his chair, but he im- 
mediately regained hk:s composure. 

The condemned murderer was taken 
to the County Jail and there consigned 
to a tank by himself, after having his 
clothing changed for the regulation 
jail garments furnished to men who are 
condemned to death. He uttered neo 
word while in the presence of the at- 
tendants in the jail, but last night 
when Jailer Kennedy took a few can- 
dies to him, he had retired and was 
lying on his couch, his form shaken 
with sobs. 

The verdict of the jury: allows but 
one construction, John F. Barthelman 
must hang. The sentence will be 
passed on the doomed man by the 
court on Friday morning. 

The argument to the jury yesterday 
by Frank F. Davis, Esq., counsel for 
the convicted defendant, was a con- 
clusion of his Monday's address and 
similar to it in character. Dist.-Atty. 
McComas made a strong argument, 
which was principally an attack on the 
theory of hereditary insanity advanced 
by the defendant's counsel as a foun- 
dation of the defense.

MR. DAGUE’S TRAMP BILL. 


The Times has heretofore referred 
approvingly to a measure devised by 
R. A. Dague, editor of the Santa Paula 
Chronicle, designed to‘ give employ- 
ment to the homeless unemployed, and 
to provide a remedy for the tramp 
evil. The plan proposed by Mr. Dague 
has been placed before the Legislature 
in the form of a bill, known as As- 
sembly Bill No. 285. The meritorious 
object of the measure, the apparent 
practicability of its plain and simple 
provisions, and the importance of the 
problem with which it proposes to deal, 
should commend it to the early and 
careful attention of the Legislature. 
In order that its provisions may be 
fully understood by the public, The 
Times reproduces it entire, as follows: 
An Act for the Employment of the Homeless 

and the Unemployed and for the Punish- 

ment of Vagrants. 

The people of the State of Califor- 
nia, represented in Senate and Assem- 
bly, enact as follows: 

Section 1. The Supervisors in each 
county in this States shall, at their 
first regular meeting after the taking 
effect of this act, by proper ordinance 
provide, that each Supervisorial dis- 
trict shall constitute a road district in 
such county, and they shall appoint 
a roadmaster for said districts who 
shall superintend and direct the labor 
expended on the public highways under 
the supervision and authority of the 
Board of Supervisors, for which serv- 
ice he shall receive such compensation 
as may be fixed by said board—not to 
exceed $3 per day of actual service, and 
be subject to removal from office at 
the discretion of said board. 

Sec. 2. And adult person, upon show- 
ing to the satisfaction of said road- 
master or of the Board of Supervisors 
that he is homeless and without means 
of support and in immediate need of 
food, clothing, and lodging, shall be 
employed by said officers to labor on 
the County Farm or public highways 
of said county, under direction of the 
superintendent of said farm or the 


corporate limits of the city. The 3000 
signers of this petition represent be- 
tween 10,000 and 15,000 persons resid- 
ing in Los Angeles—not less than one- 
eighth of the total population of the 
city. A petition so numerously signed 
is entitled to careful and respectful 
consideration by the Council. 

The ordinance in question is a piece 
of petty class legislation which is 
utterly indefensible from every. point 
of view. It is not only against the 
public good, but is plainly in conflict 
with the City Charter, which provides 
(Article 1, section 2, paragraph 13,) 
that in the licensing of professions, 
callings, trades and occupations, “no 
discrimination shall be made between 
persons engaged in the same business, | 
otherwise than by proportioning the 
tax upon any business to the amount 
of business done.” Furthermore, the 
ordinance in question has benefited no 
individual or interest in the city, and 
can be of benefit to no individual or 
interest, while it imposes unnecessary 
and inexcusable hardship upon a large 
number of citizens, and illegally dis- 
criminates between persons engaged 
in the same line of business—the sell- 
ing of a necessary article of food. 

In addition to the Above enumerated 
objections to the ordinance there is 
another which should alone be suffi- 
cient to secure its prompt repeal. 
Under the old system the proprietors 
of meat wagons paid a license-fee of 
$5 per month to the city and $1 per 
month to the county. Since the ordi- 
nance was adupted they have paid no 
license-fee to either City or county, 
and will pay none so long as it re- | 
mains in force. The ordinance was 
intended to be prohibitory, and in a 
sense it is prohibitory. Of cours® no 
proprietor of a meat-wagon could af- 
ford to pay a license-fee of $50 per

Sec. 5. From and after the taking 
effect of this act, the penalty for 
sty ney,” as defined by the Penal 
Code of this State, shall be servitude at 
hard labor for the term of three months 
on the public highways of the county 
in which the offense is committed, or 
upon the County Farm or upon both 
at the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of*any 
Justice of the Peace to sentence every 
adult person convicted of vagrancy in 
his court, as prescribed in Section 5 of 
this Act, for a term of three months, 
and cause him to be delivered into the 
custody of the roadmaster of the dis- 
trict in which said court is located, 
whose duty it shall be to execute the 
sentence of said court under the gen- 
eral direction of the Board of Super- 
visors except as herein otherwise pro- 
vided: 

Sec. 7. Such vagrant shall receive 
proper boarding and lodging during his 
term of service and shall be paid ten 
-eents—per-day_in lawful money for the 
number of days he actually labors 
while under sentence, said money to 
be paid to him at the expiration of his 
term of service. 

Sec. 8 Any vagrant committed 
under the provisions of this act may 
be discharged from such service be- 
fore the expiration of his term on the

This -bill, while it may be improved 
by amendment in some matters of de- 
tail, seems to be right in principle. If 
passed, it will unquestionably, go a 
long way toward solving the tramp 
problem in California, which is one of 
the most serious problems with which 
the authorities have to. deal. The 
measure, if conscientiuosly carried into | 
effect in every county of the State, 
would leave no valid excuse for va- 
grancy anywhere, offering to every 
homeless man out of employment and 
able to work a comfortable — shelter, 
wholesome food, and some compensa- 
tion for his labor. Would not this be, 
in fact, a practical and complete solu- 
tion of the tramp problem? If it would 
not, why not? 

The present laws governing this 
matter are wofully defective, and their 
operation oftentimes inflicts grave in- 
justice upon deserving men, who, for 
one or another reason, have ceased to 
be self-sustaining. Men of this char- 
acter certainly ought not to suffer the 
disgrace of compulsory service in the 
chain gang. It is better that a dozen 
professional vagrants should go free 
than that one deserving man should be 
subjected to imprisonment and disgrace 
unjustly. 

While it may not be the duty of 
the State to furnish employment to all 
the unemployed, it is clearly the best 
policy for the State to furnish such 
employment, if, by so doing, it can se- 
cure an adequate return for the out- 
lay required, and can at the same time 
reduce the amount of destitution 
among its people and decrease the sum 
total of crime. 

Mr. Dague’s bill gives promise of ac- 
complishing all these desirable results, 
if it be passed. Under its operation no 
man who honestly desires work need 
go unhoused nor unfed, while the 
moderate compensation provided for 
will enable every such man to procure 
comfortable clothing and will assist 
him to a betterment of his condition. 
One of the best features of the meas- 
ure, however, is that it will virtually 
compel all those who prefer vagabond- 
age to honest labor to work for their 
substistence instead of preying upon 
the more industrious. Under its opera- 
tion, the amount of crime throughout 
the State would be greatly reduced, as 
it would remove the principal excuse 
for, and incentive to crime. Thus, the 
State, and every city and county in the 
State, would be directly benefited 
financially; for one of the most costly 
functions of State, county and munici- 
pal government is the arrest and pun- 
ishment of criminals. 

The entire commonwealth of Califor- 
nia, every county and city within its 
boundaries, , and every individual 
would derive advantage from the gen- 
eral and systematic improvement of 
the public highways. It would be well, 
no doubt, to incorporate in the bill 
some provision for the construction of 
highways on correct and scientific prin- 
ciples, to the end that the money and 
labor thus expended should not be 
wasted; as thousands upon thousands 
of dollars are annually wasted under 
the present hap-hazard and empirical 
system. With this and other safeguards 
which may suggest themselves when 
the bill comes up for discussion, the 
law, if enacted, would almost certainly 
prove to be wise, beneficient and a 
measure of true economy. An experi- 
ment which affords so large a promise 
of success is certainly well worth try- 
ing.

California is a country in which ev- 
erything has hitherto come pretty high, 
but this is more especially true of 
“hand-me-down” statesmanship. We 
have had the “Legislature of a Thou- 
sand Drinks” in 1852; and the “Legis- 
lature of a Thousand Scandals,” later 
on. The present one begins to look like 
a “Legislature of a Thousand Clerks,” 
judging from the number appointed by 
Mr. Duckworth before he was actually 
elected Chief Clerk himself. In the 
famous ‘“‘Legislautre of a Thousand 
Drinks,” the following salaries were 
paid daily to the officers of the Senate: 
J. T. Howe, secretary ge 
W. B. Olds, assistant secretary .... 


H. W. Carpentier, enrolling clerk .. 

Z. N. Bunham, sergeant-at-arms ... 22 
W. B. Stockton, doorkeeper ........ 20 


But all these apparently exorbitant 
figures were paid in scrip, which was 
never worth more than 80 cents on the 
dollar, and occasionally got down as 
low as 50. At that time the leading 
hotels charged from $8 to $12 per day, 
and, as late as 1855, it was almost im- 
possible to get good board and lodging 
at less than $25 per week. Things are 
very much changed now. The cost of 
living is greatly reduced in price, while 
perceptibly improved in the return 
given the boarder for his money. 

Hence there is no reason why the 
State should be paying $8 per day to 
men who would be glad to get one-half 
that sum at home, and whose average 
earnings, year in and year out, would 
not reach $3. But every alternate win- 
ter the bargain-counter statesman, who 
has failed of.a nomination in the 
county convention of his party, (be- 
cause they were “onto his curves’) 
makes his biennial pilgrimage to the 
capital in search of a clerkship at $8 
per day, failing in which he is wililng 
to become a porter and swab out spit- 
toons for $4 per day. It is about time 
that this patriotic hegira was being 
discountenanced.

Many of these positions are in the 


light of “hush money,” and are given 
with the understanding that the _re- 
cipient will keep his mouth shut con- 
cerning the periodical visits of the gen- 
tleman known as “Col. Mazuma.” Of 
course the man who goes up there on 
errands of this sort does so fully pre- 
pared to be corrupted. There is but 
one way to stop this thing, which is 
really degrading to American manhood. 
Cut down the pay. Give the Chief 
Clerk his $8 per day, but maké all t 
subordinates work for $5 and $3, the 
latter applying to all committees save 
the Judiciary. Then we may see @ 
Legislative session administered by 
competent clerks who are not identi- 
fied with “the push,” and who are not 
“in with” every dirty little job of petty 
larceny dignified by the title of legisla- 
tion. 

And while the work of 
retrenchment is going on, let the sal- 
aries of the members themselves be 
placed at so moderate a figure that they 
will constitute no premium to ambi- 
tious but poorly-equipped politicians to 
struggle as they do now to-get into the 
Legislature for two or three months 
biennially, for “‘what there is in it.”

Further, Mr. Vosburg performed the 
delicate and arduous task as chairman 
of the Attaché Committee, and brought 
in a report even stronger than that 
which was adopted in the Assembly 
on the Duckworth matter. a

been written 500 miles from the scene, 
your comments no doubt would have 
been different. Kindly do Mr. Vosburg 
the justice of publishing this with the 
same prominence that your mistaken 
reflections were given.

PERNET’S POKER GAME. 


Social and Diplomatic Circles in an 
Uproar Over a Scandal. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 26. — The 
French colony in San Francisco and 
local diplomatic circles are taking con- 
siderable interest just now in the scan- 
dal which has followed C. Pernet, the 
French Consul at Yokohama, to this 
city. 

The poker game at the Yokohama 
Club, the accusation of cheating made 
against the French Consul, and the 
enforced return of the Official to France 
to explain that affair to the French 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, have 
eaused considerable comment in this 
city since the accused official arrived 
here on the Gaelic, for the reason that 
Pernet is well-known and has many 
friends and acquaintances in San Fran- 
cisco. Some years ago, before he went 
to Japan, Pernet filled the position of 
chancellor, or vice-consul in the French 
consulate in this city. 

The scandal in the Yokohama Club 
created a big uproar in diplomatic and 
circles in Japan, but, in spite of the 
publicity that has been given the mat- 
ter in Japan and in this city, Consul 
Pernet deems it to his best interests 
to make no statement or explanation 
of the matter. At the Occidental Hotel, 
where he is staying, he is not to be 
seen. He has contented himself with 
having authorized the statement 
through the local French consulate 
that he has nothing to say. He is on 
his way to Paris to explain the affair 
of the poker game to the French Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, and any pre- 
vious statement would, in his opin- 
ion, be a breach of etquiette and diplo- 
macy.

A CORRESPONDENT WRITES 
FROM THE FAMINE REGION. 


People of the Lower Castes on the 
Verge of Starvation—Robbers 
Pillaging the Grain Stores. 


PRISONS ARE FULL OF THIEVES. 


PROPOSED IMPERIAL INQUIRY INTO 
INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


The Whole of India Infected with 
the Plague—British House of 
Commons Votes to Adopt the 
Queen’s Address, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
BIJAPUR (Presidency of Bombay,) 
Jam. 26.—[By Cable. Copyright, 1897, © 
by the Associated Press.] The corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press, who 
is visiting the distressed provinces of 
India, has arrived at Bijapur, about 
two hundred and forty-five miles‘ south- 
east of Bombay, and finds in this dis- 
trict the keenest distress, especially 
among the people of the lower castes. 
They are on the verge of starvation 
and are only saved from it- by the gov- 
ernment relief work. which enables 
them to earn enough money to eat, at 
least to keep body and soul together, 
while awaiting the brighter state.of af- 
fairs which the recent rains are ex- 
pected to provide later in the year. 
Jt is estimated that one-tenth. of 
the cattle in this district haye already 
perished from lack of fodce~, and this 
cause will undoubtedly bc considera- 
bly increased between riow and the 
growing of the new crops. In the fields 
have been seen lying numbers of car- 
casses of animals being devoured by 
vultures. There are many gangs of 
robbers engaged in pillaging grain 
stores whenever an opportunity rises, 
and the prisons are full of thieves who 
have been captured while stealing 
grain or in attempting to do so. 
Among the masses there are many 
cases of illness arising from lack 
proper nourishment and emaciation, 
and it is regarded as certain that chol- 
era will reach this district sooner or 
later, owing to the carelessness of the 
people, who dread being taken to the 
hospitals provided for their care, be- 
lieving they are certain to die within 
a fortnight if they enter a hospital. 
The utmost resources of the govern- 
ment will be taxed before long in. the 
efforts which will have to be made to 
oe with the steadily increasing dis- 
ress. 


BRITISH COMMONS. 


Preposed Inquiry into Conditions 
Existing in India. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

LONDON, Jan. 26.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The debate on the address in re- 
ply to the speech from the throne was 
resumed in the House of Commons to- 
day. The amendment of Sir William 
Wedderburn, Bart., member for Banff- 
shire, Radical, (who has lived a great 
time in India and who presided over 


ithe fifth Indian National Congress at 


Bombay,) calling for a minute, inde- 
pendent inquiry into the conditions of 
the masses of India, was rejected by a 
vote Of 217 to 90. 

Sir William Wedderburn contended 
that the people were ina _ state of 
chronic destitution and asserted that 
the causes of the evil were the usurers, 
the system of taxation and the civil 
courts, which, hé added, were unsuit- 
able for Indtan intelligence. 

During the debate Mr. Mancherjee. 
Merwanjee Bhowanggree, member for 
the northeast district of Bethnal Green, 
Conservative (a representative of what 
may be termed the “Anti-Congress 
party” in India,) opposed the amend- . 
ment on the ground that it would in- 
cite discontent in India. 

Lord George Hamilton, Secretary of | 
State for India, said the amendment 
emanated from the Indian National 
Congress which, he explained, always 
attacked the British nation. 

Continuing, Sir George said tthe in- 
quiry as proposed was impracticable. 
He maintained that the condition of the 
masses in India had improved in recent 
years, but he admitted that the present 
famine offered occasion for an inquiry. 

Sir Henry Fowler, Liberal member 
for East Wolverhampton (who was Sec- 
retary of State for India in 1894,) ex- 
pressed the hope that if the famine en- 
tailed excessive charge upon the Indian 
government, the imperial Parliament 
would vote it aid. 

The House of Commons thereupon 
voted the address to the Queen. 


Franco-American Treaty. 


PARIS, Jan. 26.—It is semi-officlally 
stated thatt negotiations for a treaty of 
general arbitration between France 
and the United States were.commenced 
about a year ago, but were only re- 
sumed when it was announced that the 
Anglo-American treaty had been defi- 
nitely coneluded. 


All India Infected. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 26.—The 
Minister for the Interior has declared 
the whole of India to be infected with 
the plague.

Gen. Boleta-Peraza called the atten- 
tion of Mr. Baize to the impossibility 
of this, in view of the fact that Hon- 
duras no longer exists independently 
of the Greater Republic of Central 
America, to which it has delegated the 
conduct of its foreign relations. Mr. 
Baize, however, still refuses to sur- 
render his office. 

Since Gen. Boleta-Peraza received 
his exequatur from President Cleve, 
land and Secretary Olney on January 
11 several steamships have left for the 
ports of Honduras with papers bearing 
the signature of Mr. Baize. The new 
Consul-General says that their cargoes 
will be liable to seizure as smuggled 
goods in the absence of Invoices signed 
by him, and that it will be his duty 
to see that this liability is executed. 

Several merchants have appealed to 
Secretary Olney for instructions, and 
a letter from him has been received 
by W. Loaiza & Co., exporters, affirm- 
ing his intention to appeal, through Mr. 
Rodriguez, to the State Department 
of our government for the protection 
of innocent third parties whose inier- 
ests are endangered by the present

ALL ALONG THE LINE, 


The San Francisco papers are 80 
anxious to exaggerate the sensation 
caused by the murder of Little Pete 
that they are filling their columns 
with stuff about a purely mythical 
“highbinder war” in Los Angeles. 
There are no indications of any such 
disturbance in this city. It is all pure 
“‘fake.”’ 


The San Bernardino County Super- 
visors are making an investigation 
of the salaries required by the officials 
of that county, at which the latter 
are given a hearing. This is a more 
Satisfactory way of getting at the re- 
quirements of the county than for 
those who have no knowledge of the 
county’s affairs to attempt to establish 
a schedule of salaries based on street 
fFumors of the requirements. 


The proposed change from inch rates 
to acréage rates by the Riverside 
Water Company seems to be causing 
some friction. The cotperative com- 
panies of Southern California are pretty 
well divided on the two systems, and 
both ‘have given good results, though 
there is an element of injustice in both. 
The Riverside correspondence this 
morning outlines a compromise be- 
tween the two methods which may be 
adopted in that city, and which seems 
to be just fo all classes. 


San Diego is again trying to secure 
a State normal school establishment 
at one of the suburbs of the city. The 
Legislature once voted to establish a 
school there, but the Legislative rep- 
resentatives of the bay’n’climate drew 
the bill so carelessly that it could not 
be made aperative. So the State has 
to stand the expense of a second ex- 
cursion of the Legislators to the Mex- 
ican line in order that the work may 
be attended to correctly. 


It is a fair question whether church 
organizations, any more than individ- 
uals, have a right to go into debt for 
elegant and costly buildings, and then 
expect the general public to come _ to 
their assistance when they find they 
are unable to pay for them. There is 
certainly nothing in the Bible that 
warrants individuals or religious bodies 
to borrow money, or go into debt, for 
the sake of acquiring luxuries. The old- 
fashioned Methodist meeting-house, 
free from debt, is better than a grand 
tabernacle with a big mortgage on it. 


The souvenir number of the Orange 
County. Herald is deserving of every 
praise... Both editorially and mechan- 
ically it is one of the best, if not the 
best, special numbers issued in Califor- 
nia this year. Its thirty-two pages of 
text are full of information of Orange 
county, and they are illustrated with 
over a hundred well-executed half-tone 
engravings of its principal residences, 
public buildings and fruit ranches.

Christian Endeavor Convention Will 
Meet at San. Francisco—U anion 
Pacific Reorganisation—Santa Fe 
System not Affected by the Van- 
derbilt Deal.

OMAHA, Jan. 26..-General Passenger 
Agent Lomax of the Union Pacific this 
morning returned from Chicago, where 
he has been for several days. Asked 
if the transcontinental lines were al- 
ready at war among themselves over 
the division of business and through 
rates to San Francisco for the Chris- 
tian Endeavor convention next sum- 
mer, he said: . 

“There is no trouble of any kind. It 
is true that the roads in the associa- 
tion may make a division of the busi- 
ness among themselves. What this di- 
vision will be has not yet been fully 
decided upon. 

“There is not the slightest friction 
between the transcontinental lines and 
tNe officers of the Christian Endeavor 
Society: The delegates will be allowed 
the choice of the routes and will be 
permitted to go one way and return an- 
other if they desire. That you may 
know this talk about moving the con- 
vention from San Francisco on account 
of unsatisfactory railroad arrange- 
ments is all bosh, I'll ‘tell you that 
Chairman Caldwell of the Transconti- 
nental Passenger Association showed 
me a telegram from one of the prin- 
cipal officers of the society in the East, 
saying that no attention should be paid 
to the reports about changing the loca- 
tion of the big convention; that they 
were unfounded, and that no change 
was contemplated. I belleve the con- 
vention will be held in San Francisco.” 
UNION PACIFIC REORGANIZATION 

NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—The Reorgan- 
ization Committee of the Union Pacific 
railroads makes the formal statement 
to the bond and stockholders, that an 
agreement with the United States gov- 
ernment having been reached steps have 
been taken to proced promptly with 
the reorganization. No material modi- 
fication of plans appears to be neces- 
Sary, except that the two classes of 
junior bonds, being the Union Pacific 
sinking fund bonds and Kansas Pacific 
consolidated bonds, may be offered a 
somewhat smaller allotment in the new 
first mortgage bonds, and an increased 
allotment of preferred stock. 

The committee deems it prudent to 
postpone the formal declaration as to 
when the plans will become operative 
until its arrangementa with the United 
States government is carried into final 
effect.

REGULAR BUSINESS. 


Southern California Officials are not 


Disturbed. 

The Southern California Railway 
Officials scout at the idea that any 
hasty call has been made from the 
Santa Fé headquarters in Chicago for 
the officials of that road to meet to- 
morrow and ridicule the idea that, be- 
cause the Vanderbilts may be bidders 
for the Unoin Pacific at the coming 
foreclosure sale, any unusual agitation 
has been created in Santa Fé circles. 
Among others, J. J. Byrne, general 
passenger agent of the Southern Calli- 
fornia railway, was very positive in 
expressing this opinion. He said: 

“As a matter of fact, no unexpected 
call for a meeting in Chicago has been 
issued. The gathering of Santa Fé 
officials at this time is nothing more 
nor less than the regular annual meet- 
ing of the traffic agents of the road, 
which it was customary to hold in the 
month of January every year.

Male Population of Chicago Pre- 
pared for Footpads.

CHICAGO, Jan. 26.—On the principle 
that it is an ill wind that blows nobody 
good, dealers in small firearms are 
congratulating themselves that the 
carnival of store and street hold-ups 
has given their business a more de- 
cided ,.boom than it has experienced 
since the great railroad strike and the 
so-called Chicago riots. Despite the 
heavy penalties provided by law for 
the carrying of concealed weapons, it 
is said that from 50 to 60 per cent. of 
the male population who are out after 
nightfall provide themselves with 
means of protection. In most of the sa- 
loons, especially in the outlying dis- 
tricts, a revolver can be found reposing 
on a shelf under the bar on in the hip 
pocket of the bar-tender, and the same 
applies to drug stores and other places 
of business such as restaurants that 
keep open until a late hour or all night. 
In the business office of one of the 
largest gas companies in the city a big 
navy revolver rests in full view on the 
counter immediately beside the cash 
drawer, although the receiving clerk 
is protected from outside attacks by an 
abundance of wire netting. It is the 
consensus of opinion among dealers 
that there are more revolvers being 
carried or otherwise used for purposes 
of protection in this city than ever be- 
fore. Loaded canes, on the other hand, 
are a drug in the market. All the ticket 
sellers of the Metropolitan Elevated 
Road have also been equipped with re- 
volvers.

MERCHANTS AND MANUFACTURERS 
SUGGEST WAYS AND MEANS. 


First Regular Meeting of the New 
Board of Directors—Appointment 
of Standing Committees—Inter- 
esting Matters Discussed. 


The first regular meeting of the new 
board of directors of the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’.

NATIONAL BANKS FOR SMALL 
CITIES. Among the most interesting 
measures lately passed by the House is 

@ measure permitting the establish- 
ment of national banks, with a capital 
of $20,000, in places containing a popula- 
tion of 4000 or less. This measure is 
expected, should it become a law, to 
afford relief to many sections of the 
country, more particularly in the South 
and West, where banking facilities are 
at present lacking, and where the $50,- 
000 at present required under the bank- 
ing law cannot readily be raised for 
that purpose. 

Bradstreet's, commenting upon this 
measure, Says: 

“It is expected that in the event of 
the bill becoming a law many private 
banks, especially in the South, will be 
converted into national institutions, 
and it is also thought that a consider- 
able amount of eastern and northern 
capital will be invested in the banks 
thus created. There can be no doubt 
that there has been and is, through 
considerable sections of the country, @ 
decided lack of banking facilities, and 
there is as: little doubt that some at 
least of the strength of the free-coin- 
age movement has been owing to this 
cause.’ 

COMMERCIAL, 

THE DROP IN PRICES. In a recent 
issue of Bradstreets is an interesting 
article reviewing the great fall that 

s taken place in the price of most 
commodities during the past four years. 
A comparison is made of quotations 
for January 1, 1897, with those at a like 
date in 1893, at a period five months be- 
fore the outbreak of the panic of 1893. 
The list shows lower prices for eighty- 
six articles and products out of a total 
of 108 quoted. Quotations in three in- 
stances—beef carcasses, bread and qui- 
nine—appear to have been practically 
the same on the two dates mentioned, 
leaving higher quotations in nineteen 
instances only, a little more than one- 
fifth of the total number of products 
quoted. There is an added interest in 
knowing what articles are higher today 
than on January 1, 1893, a period of high 
quotations, owing to which the list is 
given in ful’;

GENBRAL BUSINESS TOPICs., 


HOME PRODUCTS. Now that the 
question of home products is before the 
public, in the shape of an exposition, 
there should, as The Times has said, be 
a determined effort to push the manu- 
facturing industry for all it is worth. 
To sit down and talk about home prod- 
ucts will not create a market for them. 
What is needed is that every individual 
citizen of Los Angeles and of Southern 
California should let no opportunity go 
by to talk up home production, in sea- 
son and out of season; also to patronize 
the products of local factories and lo- 
cal fields as far as possible, and to urge 
his neighbors to do the same. In this 
manner it would be an easy thing, 
within a year, to create such an extra 
demand for local products as would 
give steady employment to at least a 
thousand more men in the city, and 
scatter many thousands of dollars 
among the local merchants. 

BEER SIPHONS. The sale of 
beer in siphons, like aerated waters, 
promises to revolutionize the bottling 
business. So far, the experiment has 
only been attempted on a small scale. 
The siphons are made in various sizes, 
so as to meet the requirements of fam- 
ily use. The deterioration of beer in 
bottles when a single glass is drawn is 
entirely obviated by this new system. 
From quart or gallon siphons it may be 
drawn in such quantity as desired, with 
no loss of vivacity in that which re- 
mains. 


A NEW MINING LAW. The Califor- 
nia State Miners’ Association has taken 
in hand a matter that will be of deap 
interest to every mine-owner or claim- 
owner, and to every prospective or fu- 
ture locator of mining claims in the 
State. At present many claims are 
located under district and Federal] laws, 
but the Federal laws themselves con- 
template local or rather State legisla- 
tion. California has never taken ad- 
Vantage of this privilege, and the 
Miners’ Association is now seeking to 
avail itself thereof. At one of the last 
meetings of that body the matter of 
framing an act prescribing the manner 
of locating mining claims, recording no- 
tices of location, amending defective lo- 
cations, etc., was referred to the Com- 
mittee on the Revision of Mining Laws. 
The new law provides that mines may 
be located in a more simple manner. It 
abolishes the old style of district re- 
cording, providing for the deposit of 
district records with county recorders.

NE YORK, Jan. 26.—Today’s movement 
in stocks was irregular, but a firm tone was 
discernible, in spite of a light volume of 
business. The anthracite coal shares were 
again the features, but displayed improve- 
ment on covering and some purchases for the 
long account.

CHICAGO, Jan. 26.—In wheat the marked 
weakness of the opening Liverpool quotations 
was all that was necessary to make a de- 
cidedly wobbly start, as traders, disappointed 
at the effect of the government figures on the 
forthcoming crop, needed but little to start 
them to unloading. Opening sales for May 
were made at 78%@79, compared with yester- 
day's closing price of 79%@79%, and by ll 
o'clock the market had declined to 78%. The 
government, besides its estimate of the home 
crop, published a communication from Min- 
ister Buchanan, representative in Argentine 
of the United States, to the effect that Ar- 
gentine would have 18,000,000 bushels of 
wheat for export. Minister Buchanan's let- 
ter was dated December 9, and of course re- 
lates to a condition of affairs which later 
advices show to have changed very much. 
The report, nevertheless, had some effect. 

Chicago and Northwestern receipts were 
again very Jight, but that was ascribed to the 
effect of the extreme cold upon transporta- 
tion facilities. Chicago got 45 carloads, 
against 124 a year ago. Minneapolis and Du- 
luth reported receipts of 127 cars, compar 
with 268 a weck ago and 406 cars on the cor- 
responding day of last year. Atlantic port 
clearances were equal in wheat and flour to 
315,000 bushels. Bradstreet’s visible showed 
a decrease for the week of 1,137,000 bushels. 

The heaviness of the market here increased 
as the close of the session approached. There 
was a general giving up of the ship by the 
bulls in the last fifteen minutes and a drop 
of another %c in price. May had recovered 
to 78% and declined to 77%, with 77% the last 
figure. The temporary advance to 78% was 
caused by a %4d recovery at Liverpool. 

Corn was weak and siow. Oats established 
a new low record today, and that fact was 
the principal item of news. The feeling was 
weak from start to finish and closed at the 
low prices of the day. The decline was 
brought about through sympathy with wheat.

A FRIENDSY STABBING AS DE- 
SCRIBED BY THE VICTIM. 


Quijadna Says That Juan Reyes 
' Did not Mean to Hurt Him When 
, He Attempted to Murder Him—lIt 
Was Done "in a Friendly Way.”’ 


BASADENA, Jan. 26.—{Regular Cor- 
regpondence:} “When Juan Reyes 
stabbed me, he did not mean to hurt 
mé, He was perfectly friendly.” 

This was Louis Quijada’s extraor- 
dinafy declaration before Recorder 
Rossiter this afternoon. A week ago 
last Sunday Quijada was attacked by’ 
another Mexican, Juan Reyes, and 
stabbed in the abdomen and in the 
left hand. affray: was brought +o 
the attention of the authorities on the’ 
following day and Recorder Rossiter 
and Marshal Lacey visited Quijada’s 
house. He was under a doctor’s care 
and told a harrowing tale of Reyes’ 
ferocity in attacking him without prev- | 
ocation. As Quijada then told the 
story he was with some friends when 
Reyes came and announced that he 
wanted to fight. Selecting Quijada be- 
cause he was. “big and fat,’’ Reyes 
drew a knife,and rushed upon him, 
stabbing him twice. Quijada swore out 
@ warrant for his assailant’s arrest on 
the charge of assault with a deadly 
weapon with intent to commit murder. 
Reyes was sent to the County Jail in 
default of $1500 bail and today was 
brought before Recorder Rossiter for 
examination. 

- Quijada was placed upon the stand, 
and after a few brief questions by the 
court, .he was turned over to the de- 
fendant’s. attorney, Ben Hahn, for 
cross-examination. It was at once ap- 
parent that a marvelous change had 
come over. the, complaining witness. 
Through the medium of an interpreter 
he blandly declared that he and Reyes 
were excellent friends of ten years’ 
standing, and that his friend’s attempt 
to stick a knife into his ribs had in no 
way impaired.théir friendship or les- 
sened thé sense of attachment that 
each felt for the other. He declared 

that when Reyes stabbed him, he did 
not do it “with the intention of doing 
him any harm.” He showed the gash 
in his coat made by Reyes’s knife, but 
assured the court that his ‘friend’ was 
merely indulging ‘in a little sportive 
play without any unkindly feeling. Ac- 
cording to the veradcious witness, David 
and Jonathan could scarcely have been 
closer friends than Quijada and his 
would+be murderer. 

In response to Hahn’s questions he 
testified that he did not feel the slight- 
est anger toward Reyes, either imme- 
diately after the stabbing nor at the 
present time. He was confident, that 
his attached friend had at all times 
entertained the same kindly and praise- 
worthy feelings toward him. He also 
asserted that he ma ned no intention 
of having Reyes arrested on a charge 
of attempting murder. He professed 
to be entirely ignorant of the nature 
and contents of the complaint to which 
he had sworn. Evidently he had not 
had the slightest intention of even re- 
proaching his friend for his_ trifling 
faux pas. 

Recorder Rossiter listened in un- 
mixed :astonishment to the story of this 
Damon and Pythias friendship. It was 
a little too much for the ordinary nine- 
teenth-century. mind to accept. With 
cynical skepticism the court asked sev- 
eral. questions which plainly betrayed 
a conviction that the witness had either 
been “seen” or intimidated by some one 
acting in behalf of the aceused. Quijada 
admitted that two other Mexicans had 
advised him to leave the county, but he 
would not admit that this had influ- 
enced his action. 

In answer to the question, “Do you 
now swear that this cutting was in a 
friendly way, and that the defendant 
meant you no harm?” Quijada replied 
with fervor: “By my conscience I can 
so swear.” The Recorder observed that 
he was thoroughly satisfied that. Qui- 
jada had perjured himself and some of 
his testimony was in direct contradic- 
tion to that which he gave directly, 
after the stabbing. Nevertheless, the 
county could not be saddled with the 
expense of prosecuting the case further 
when the complaining witness could 
not be relied on to speak the truth. 
The defendant,would therefore be dis- 
charged and the charge against him 
would be dismissed. .- 

Reyes’s attorney, Hahn, felt it in- 
cumbent upon him to assert that he was 
in no way responsible for Quijada’s re- 
markable change of heart. The ex- 
planation wags received without com- 
mend. 

Reyes is a low-browed, brutal-looking 
young Mexican, with a hang-dog ex- 
pression. Nothing in his appearance 
would suggest the noble soul which he 
must possess to have won the priceless 
friendship of Quijada. Few men pos- 
sess a friend whom they can carve at 
will without so much as ruffling their 
amicable relations. 

‘It is quite probable that Reyes may 
be rearrested on another charge in or- 
der to make it clear that the law does 
not look with the same kindly eye as 
GQuijada does upon his playful attempts 
at murder.

Mr. Flick has 
just purchased a large ranch joining 


the townsite on the south, and will 


immediately begin a comfortable resi- 
dence for his family. He is a promi- 
nent electrician and his coming will 
be timely In the assistance of the com- 
mittee which is investigating the prop- 
osition of organizing a company to se- 
cure a large portion of the 200-horse 
power of electric force upon which the 
people here have an option. 

F. L.. Cody yesterday morning took 
possession of the Cox ranch of twenty 
acres for which he gave $17,000.

It appears that about three 
weeks ago City Marshal Dexter made 
a verbal report to the Police Committee 
of the City Trustees recommending the 
dismissal of Officer Forsyth from the 
police foree on the ground of general 
incompetency. The committee had a 
Star-chamber’ investigation—or  pre- 
tended investigation—but apparently 
nothing came of it, or at least not pub- 
licly, and the officer complained of is 
still walking his beat. The City Trus- 
tees composing the Police Committee 
are Messrs. Jones, Gillis and Hostetter 
who, by reason’ of the frequency with 


-which they have voted together at the 
‘board meetings, have come to be -known 


as the “Solid Three.”’ It is known: that 
certain serious features might have 


‘been inquired ‘into by the committee 


had it been so minded, but, strange to 
say, one or more witnesses whose tes- 
timony would have had.an important 
bearing were not requested to come 
and testify. | 

The City Marshal is supposed to he 
at the head of the nolice department, 
but under the existing conditions he 
is in.an embarrassing position. He is 
naturally blamed for whatever may not 
be right’ in the police department, yet 
he is practically powerless to remedy 
any such evil. Last summer the ‘City 
Marsha! found Officer Forsyth in an 
ageravated state of intoxication and 
took his star away. He suspended the 


officer from duty pending action by the 
City Trustees, but he had no authority 
to dismiss him from the force, that 
power lying with the board. The officer 
was restored to duty, and it was ex- 
plained to the City Marshal that if the 
officer failed in his duty again he 
would be dismissed from the force. 

Added interest ie imparted to the case 
by reason of the fact that Forsyth's 
name appeared prominently in connec- 
tion with the scandal attaching to the 
last city election. Some people go so 
far as to say the officer is being re- 
tained as a reward to him for his ante- 
election services. It is openly charged 
that a full exposé of the present scandal 
would be nothing short of shocking. 

The matter bas been talked of to 
such an extent that it is considered 
unreasonable to believe the serious fe@- 
tures of the case have not reached 
the ears of the Police Committee.

DISCUSSING THE METHOD OF LEVY- 
‘ING WATER ASSESSMENTS. 


The Project to Colleet Rates by the 
Acre Instead of by the Inch 
Meets Opposition — Drunken In- 
dians—Two Liquor Sellers Leave 
Town—N otes. 


RIVERSIDE, Jan. 26.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] For some weeks it has 
been evident that the proposed change 
in the manner of collecting water rates 
by the Riverside Water Company 
would not be acceptable to all members 
of that company. Heretofore the ba- 
sis of charges has been the quantity 
of water used. It is now proposed to 
charge for the use of water by the 
acre. That there is criticism for both 
systems is to be expected, for there 
are cases in which each system works 
an injustice. The object in levying 
water rates is not only to pay for de- 
livering the water, but to meet inter- 
est on the bonds and eventually pay 
them off. Land having water rights 
under this system but not using the 
water has heretofore had the benefit of 
the interest being paid without con- 
tributing its part. Under the new sys- 
tem of levying water rates by the acre, 
the non-user must not only pay a por- 
tion of the interest on bonds, but his 
portion of the expense of delivering 
water to his neighbors. 

A conference on the question is being 
held today, and considerable feeling is 
being shown by land-owners. 

From what can be learned now, it 
seems not improbable that a compro- 
mise will be effected,on the basis of an 
acreage rate to cover Interest and the 
demands of the sinking fund, and a 
charge per inch to cover the cost of 
serving water, which would seem to be 
just to all parties.
